Pooled Resources 

The stations were set up 
by a company formed largely | 
of “Anglo-Saxons” in Kiryat 
Gat — at present there are 
three South Africans, two 
Englishmen, two Dutchmen, 
two Sabras and a Hungarian. 
The scheme is supported by 
Tnuva and by the Jewish 
Agency's Marketing Dtvision 
under Micha Talmon. The 
Ageney builds the stations 
and provides the equipment 
from its budget. The com- 
pany employs 120 people for 
eight months of the year: 
it le paid by Tnuva a service 
charge per ton. The scheme 
received enthusiastic support 
and technieal advice from 
Professor A.M. Joslin, the 
USOM Food consultant who 
made headlines by his er- 
ticisms of Haifa milk and 
the country’s bread. Profes- 
sor Joslin considered pre- 
grading essential to a cheap- 
er and more efficient service 


At first it was feared that 
the farmers in the new vil- 
lages would be suspictous of 
the innovations, but they 
have reacted enthusiastically 


them bringing their produce 
in the evening and remaining 
to chat. The great psycho- 
logica” advantage 1 that 
they are realizing that there 
is no point in growing and 
picking inferior vegetables:
